Companies Will Appreciate 
Having Names of Citizens With 
Accommodation without Delay 

Last week the local companies 
inserted an advertisement asking 
persons having rooms or boarding 
accommodation, in town to list 
same at the company offices. The 
advertisement has created much 
conversation and the usual flock 
of wild rumors. 

The truth of the matter is that 
Canada faces a fuel shortage this 
winter, even worse than last win¬ 
ter; and everything possible is to 
be done to maintain production. 
In order to replace a small per¬ 
centage of the many men who 
have left Colemian, an effort is 
being made to bring other work¬ 
ers into the district; and for this 
reason, information as to accom¬ 
modation is necessary. 

There are homes here that have 
a number of rooms and which are 
occupied by one person, or a sol¬ 
dier’s wife with perhaps one or 
two children. Other homes are 
known to be used only for storing 
furniture while the wife resides 
with her soldier husband near his 
military ibase. Other citizens have 
a spare bedroom which can be 
used to advantage by housing one 
or two new miners. 

'Coal is a vital commodity in 
the country’s war effort. All citi¬ 
zens are asked to give serious 
thought to help house additional 
men. If you wish to turn those 
spare rooms into a financial gain 
do not delay in reporting how 
many men you can accommodate, 
either with or without board.

Divisional 
Organizer Walker, Ken Rimgland,

W. L. Rippon and all salesmen 
went into action for one last des¬ 
perate attempt to get sufficient 
subscriptions to reach the quota. 

Soon money started to appear

With a view to simplifiying the 
border-crossing, requirements, an 
understanding has been reached 
between the United States and 
Canadian governments whereby 
border-crossing cards may be is¬ 
sued without passports. The cards 
are valid for a period of one year 
and may be renewed. There is no 
charge for this service. Persons 
desiring to obtain one of the now 
non-resident alien’s border-cross¬ 
ing identification cards must ap¬ 
pear in person at an American 
consulate and present the follow¬ 
ing: 

(1) Canadian registration card. 

(2) Evidence to show nation¬ 
ality status. 

(3) Permission of Canadian au¬ 
thorities to depart. 

(4) Three photographs 1% 
inches square, thin unglazed pa¬ 
per, white background. 

(5) Letters of identity showing 
the non-immigrant status of the 
applicant. 

Any applicant may include in 
his application his accompanying 
wife and minor children without 
their (being present at the consu¬ 
late, but all persons in one appli¬ 
cation should 'be circulated in a 
group photograph. The border¬ 
crossing cards are valid only for 
a temporary visit to the United 

Staten for a period of 20 <l»y» or 
less. Those aliens desiring to re¬ 
main longer than 29 days must 
obtain passports and non-immi¬ 
grant visas. 

This new type of border cross¬ 
ing card is not issued by immigra¬ 
tion offices and only issued by 
American consular officers. It will 
b e noted that applicants must ap¬ 
pear at an American consulate 
(Calgary). 

The old type of cards are still 
issued 'by immigration offices when 
the applicant is in possession of a 
valid passport. The applicant for 
such a card must now furnish 
two photographs each 1% x 1%, 
to be attached to the original and 
duplicate cards instead of finger¬ 
prints.

Ottawa.—The total supply of wheat i 
and other grains is still large in Can¬ 
ada and the United States, but at the 
present rate of disappearance good j 
crops will be needed this year to en- j 
sure a margin of safety for the food 
production programs contemplated 
for 1944, the Dominion bureau of 
statistics said. 

In a review of the feed grain situa¬ 
tion, the bureau said the growing 
population of livestock in North Am¬ 
erica was making huge inroads in 
the stock piles of grain in Canada 
and the United States. 

It added that the current and pros¬ 
pective demand for livestock and live¬ 
stock and poultry products was so 
heavy that the huge 1942 harvest in 
North America “now looks less im¬ 
pressive.” i

The present policy is to continue 
building slower ships which are more 
economical for war transport service 
but plans are being studied to con¬ 
vert some of the present ship-build¬ 
ing capacity to faster ships after the 


1 ernment merchant marine will be a 
substantial source of employment in 
the post-war years and will be of 
real benefit to Canadian post-war 
commerce,” said Mr. Howe. 

“That is the policy. In the mean- 
jtime we are following the same pro¬ 
cedure as is followed in Britain. 
Canada is not operating her ships 
directly. 

“They are turned over to an oper¬ 
ating company, known as the Park 
Steamship Company, that is, the ships 
that are operated with Canadian 
•crews. The Park Steamship Com- 
ipany allocates ships to existing ship- 
! ping lines which have, over the years, 
j operated certain routes from Can¬ 
ada. 

I “These lines have their agents in 
i ports of call to be made by the ships 
j and the ships are chartered for one 
voyage only. They may be trans- 
! ferred from one operating company 
j to another depending on the service 
| in which they are placed for a par- 
I ticular voyage.” 

j The ships, said Mr. Howe, were 
! operated for the government on a 
small fee. The earnings are being 
placed in a special fund to write off 
the cost of the ship and by the end 
of the war it is expected a substan¬ 
tial part of the cost of the fleet will 
be paid off. 

By the end of 1941 four or five 
cargo ships had been built. In addi¬ 
tion to ships sold to the United 
States and transferred to the United 
Kingdom, Canada had 16 or 17 new 
ships in the mercantile marine.

But once ar¬ 
rived in Italy an unexpected 
difficulty arose. Sardinia and 
her ally, France were at war 
with Austria. Henri learn¬ 
ed that Alexander was at th* 
front , directing operations at 
Solferino. 

For a moment the young Swiss 
banker was daunted-4mt only 
for a moment. He drove to Solfer¬ 
ino, where he arrived on the day 
that the battle was over, and 
asked to be taken to the King’* 
headquarters. The way led a- 
cross the battlefield, strewn thick 
with the dead and wounded.

This was an unexpected note 
of tragedy thrusting itself be¬ 
tween the young Swies and hi* 
plans for a business deal. Men 
were feebly calling for water, or 
trying to bind up their ghaetly 
wounds. Others were trying to 
drag themselves to the aid of 
more badly wounded comrades. 
There were no nurses, no order¬ 
lies, no one to take c*r« of the 
suffering wounded or to carry off 
the dead. 

AppaHed at th* horror he saw 
around him, Henri Durant lost all 
thought of his business and hi» 
urgent desire to see the King. He 
carried water to the wounded, 
helped to bind up their wounds, 
and pressed into service anyone 
he could find. Alleviation of suf¬ 
fering washed every other 
thought out of his mind. From 
that moment, in the middle of 
that battlefield, Henri Dunant 
determined to devote hie life to 
this new cause. 

On his return to Switzerland, 
he quickly got together a group 
of influential people who gather¬ 
ed the funds necessary to carry 
on this work of mercy. This so¬ 
ciety was at first called by 
another name. But in 1864, at foe 
Convention of Geneva, foa pres¬ 
ent name of the Red Cross was 
ehosen. In honor of foe founder, 
Henri Dunant, the Convention 
decided that the emblem should be 
the flag of his own country with 
th* colors reversed. No bond, 
therefore, could be closer than foe 
one between the International 
Red Cross and Switzerland. 

It is curious how failure in 
one direction often toads to suc¬ 
cess in another. Dunant failed to 
meet King Alexander, but this 
failure led to the founding of one 
of humanity’s greateat successes.

Farmers of the Prairie Provinces, including the Peace River andCres- 
ton areas of British Columbia, who desire to divert wheat acreage to 
the production of any other crops or to summerfallow in 1943, may 
claim payment for doing so. 

Payment of $2.00 may be made for each acre 
by which the wheat seeded on any farm in 
1943 is below that seeded on such farm in 
1940. If there was no wheat on a farm in 
1940 but there was wheat in 1939, the 1939 
acreages may be used instead of those of 1940. 

Any crops or summerfallow may be substitu 
ted for wheat, but payment will not be made 
on abandoned lands. 

Payment on any farm is limited to an acreage not greater than 80% 
of the total cultivated acreage of such farm. 

To obtain payment farmers must make a 
sworn statement of claim immediately seed¬ 
ing is completed. They should plan to do so 
NOT LATER THAN JUNE 30th. 

Any farmer who did not apply for Wheat Acreage Reduction payment 
in either 1941 or 1942 and intends to do so in 1943 must notify his 
municipality of his intention before May 31, and then make his claim 
after seeding. 


Forms are available iirthe offices of the municipalities or direct from 
offices of the Wheat Acreage Reduction Administration in Winnipeg, 
Regina and Edmonton.

American Lady Just Thought She 
Saw Africa From Air 
An American lady, in a flight over 
Brazil at 20,000 feet, declared she saw 
Africa, 1,822 miles away. She may 
have thought she did, but her state¬ 
ment has brought out the mathe¬ 
maticians, square-rooting the altitude 
and giving the exact distance one can 
see, after allowing for the curvature 
of the earth. The Minneapolis Jour¬ 
nal produces a table which is said to 
be approximately correct: 

At 1,000 feet you can see 39 miles. 
At 2,000 feet: 55 miles 
At 3,000 feet: 62 miles 
At 4,000 feet: 77 miles 
At 5,000 feet: 82 miles 
At 10,000 feet: 123 miles 
At 15,000 feet: 150 miles 
At 20,000 feet: 173 miles 
At 25,000 feet: 194 miles 
Such is the visibility on a clear 
day with powerful binoculars. And 
the table must be important for the 
airmen hunting down U-boats in the 
Atlantic. What about night visi¬ 
bility? When fliers have returned 
and told of seeing fires in German 
cities 100 miles away their reports 
have been trustworthy, as a mere 
matter of mathematics. At 20,000 
feet, a big fire would be visible easily 
at 170 miles. But the American lady 
in Brazil would have had to be 38 Va 
miles in the air to have seen Africa 
in day time.—St. Catharines Stand¬ 
ard. 


BIBLE TEACHINGS ON WINE’S 
DECEITFULNESS 


The Moscow radio announces that 
Colonel Zigmund Berling has been 
put in command of a new Polish divi¬ 
sion to fight with the Red army. 

Plans are underway to stagger 
school holidays in England and Wales 
this year so that more than 250,000 
boys will be Available to help with 
the harvest. 

The great mooring mast at Card- 
ington, Bedfordshire, to which the 
greatest airships were anchored is 
to be dismantled and its scrap turned 
over to munition factories. 

It has been announced that Prime 
Minister Smuts may visit North 
America after the South African gen¬ 
eral election which will be held this 
year, probably in August. 

The Canadian Army in Canada 
now has its own newspaper. Titled 
“Khaki," it is published every Wed¬ 
nesday and is distributed free to the 
personnel of the army. The paper is 
prepared at Ottawa. 

A British army cameraman cap¬ 
tured eight Germans with his camera. 
As he raised the instrument to his 
eyes the Nazis thought he had some 
sort of new weapon and came out 
from a bush with their hands raised. 

George Kruger-Gray, 62, outstand¬ 
ing painter and designer, whose work 
included the design of the great seal 
of King George VI., died recently.

Explanations and Comments 

What the Wise Man Knew about 
Wine, Proverbs 20:1. 

What Wine Drinking Does, Pro¬ 
verbs 23:29-35. By a series’of ques¬ 
tions verses 29 and 30 give us a vivid 
picture of a drunkard. "Who hath 
Oh! Who hath Alas!” the Hebrew 
literally reads, for the words trans¬ 
lated "woe” and “sorrow”, we are 
told, are interjections rather than 
names. “Who hath complaining? 
Who hath wounds without cause?” 
Drunkenness embroils men in quarrels 
and strife. They come to blows over 
nothing, without knowing why or 
wherefore. “Who hath redness of 
eyes?" Bleared eyes are one of the 
conspicuous signs of a drunkard. 

The speaker then answers his own 
questions: “They that tarry long at 
the wine; they that go to seek out 
mixed wine.” By “mixed wine” may 
be meant wine mixed with spices or 
with opiates. "There is a touch of 
sarcasm in the answer; the verb else¬ 
where used of diligent search after 
knowledge is here used, as if ironic¬ 
ally of the investigations of connois¬ 
seurs in wine, meeting to test its 
qualities” (Plumptre). 

The writer now counsels everyone 
to keep away from temptation: “Look 
not upon the wine when it is red.” 
"Critics judge wine, among other in¬ 
dications, by the color of it; some wine, 
they say, looks so well that it even 
says, ‘Come and drink me’.” (Mat¬ 
thew Henry). ‘“When it sparkleth 
' in the cup, literally, ‘when it gives 
its gleam, or eye, to the cup,’ that 
I is, when it is full of life” (Toy). Nor 
I when it "goeth down smoothly”: see 
the Song of Solomon, 7:9. The wine 
which fascinates like a serpent is also 
as poisonous as a serpent: “at the 
last it biteth like a serpent, and 
stingeth like an adder.” 

It is seemingly delirium tremens 
which the next verses describe. 
“Thine eyes shall behold strange 
things, and thy heart shall utter 
perverse things”—things contrary to 
reason, religion, and common civility, 
which one would be ashamed to speak 
if sober.” 

"Yea, thou shalt be as he that lieth 
down in the midst of the sea, or as he 
that lieth upon the top of a mast.” 
"Drink stupefies and besots men. 
Their heads are giddy, their heads 
swim, and when they lie down in 
sleep they are as if they were tossed 
by the rolling waves of the sea, upon 
the top of a mast.” (Matthew Henry).

| Cultivation, too, is vital, not only 
: for keeping down weeds but for keep- 
I ing soil open and loose, thus pushing 
growth of flowers and vegetables. 
(Often the difference between a really 
I fine garden, productive in both vege¬ 
tables and bloom, is regular, weekly 
cultivation. Not heavy digging is 
necessary but just once over, pre- 
j ferably after an evening rain, with a 
light cultivator. Of course one must j 
| wait until soil is dry. 

I In most parts of Canada the aver¬ 
age garden will now be planted with 
the earlier types of vegetables and 
flowers. This does not mean, however, 
that it is too late to make a start. 
As a matter of fact, most authorities 
agree, the average beginner makes 
a mistake in ceasing planting too 
soon. If one desires continuous bloom 
throughout the season or a continuing 
supply of really fresh vegetables, 
planting should be continued right 
up to the 1st of July. 

Late Plantings 

l This is especially true of vege¬ 
tables, particularly the semi-tender 
, things like beans, carrots, beets, com, 

I cabbage, etc. Most vegetables are 
best when they just reach first ma¬ 
turity, and if one wants to continue 
eating the finest carrots, corn, beets, 
beans, peas, etc., all through the sea¬ 
son then planting should be continued 
at intervals of from two to three 
weeks right from the time the soil is 
first ready up to about the first week 
in July. 

With flowers, it is still not too late 
jin most parts of Canada, and only 
early enough in the colder sections to 
plant nasturtiums, gladioli, dahlias, 
and to set out well-started bedding 
plants of cosmos, zinnias, alyssum, 
etc., obtainable from the nearest seed 
house, nurseryman or greenhouse. 
These started plants in both vege¬ 
tables and flowers will allow one to 
have blooming flowers or maturing 
vegetable gardens in a few weeks.
